AMARYLLIS  CULTURE  —  Amaryllis  bulbs  are  ready  for  de¬ 
livery  early  in  November,  but  we  do  not  recommend  planting 
them  until  the  latter  part  of  January  when  the  flower  buds  will 
be  showing.  Plant  in  five  or  six  inch  pots  and  water  sparingly 
until  root  growth  develops.  After  flowering,  the  bulbs  main¬ 
tain  active  growth  and  about  the  middle  of  October  watering 
must  cease  and  the  bulbs  dried  off  by  laying  the  pots  on  their 
sides  under  a  greenhouse  bench  or  in  a  dry  cellar.  Early  in 
February  the  bulbs  will  show  new  flower  stems  and  the  pots 
should  then  be  watered  and  brought  into  the  light,  a  tempera¬ 
ture  of  50  degrees  is  best  at  the  start,  and  this  can  be  increased 
to  60  degrees  as  the  flower  stems  develop.  Applications  of 
weak  manure  twice  a  week  at  this  stage  will  strengthen  the 
plants  and  increase  size  of  flower.  Slightly  larger  pots  will  be 
necessary  as  the  bulbs  develop  size.
